April 7, 1855. 


The Representatives met at 10 o'clock the following 
members presenting their Credentials.

The Clerk reported that kx 15 members have pre- 
sented their Credentials. 

. The balloting for a Speaker was taken up with the 
result that G. M. Robertson received 15 ballots. 

G. M. Robertson was then sworn in by Ioane Ii‘to 
faithfully perform the duties of the Speaker. 

The House next balloted on the Clerk and 0. H. 
Gulick was elected, he receiving 15 ballots. 

The House balloted for the Sergeant-at-Arms and H. 
Swinton was elected, he receiving 15 ballots. 

The House then balloted for á Chaplain and Clark 
was elected, he having received 11 ballots, Louis 
Maigret 3 and Smith 1. 

The members were then sworn in from Hawaii, Ioane 


Ii and R. Robinson. 


The members from Maui and Molokai were next sworn 
in. W. Kaluna, W. P. Kahale, R. Koiku and Jas. W. Austin. 

Those of Oahu were sworn in. T. C. B. Rooke, J. W. 
E. Maikai, W. Keolaloa, R. G. Davis and J. W. Keawehuna- 
hala. 

Tnose of Kauai were sworn in. S. P. Kalama, H. M. 
Wini and H. A. Widemann. 

After the Members had been sworn in the Clerk was 
also sworn in. 

On motion of S. P. Kalama it was voted that W. 
Chamberlain be the Copying Clerk for the House. 

On motion of Dr. Rooke, seconded by Ioane Ii, it 
was voted that L. Andrews Jr. be the translator for the 
House. 

On motion of Dr. Rooke it was voted that a recess 
be taken and the members proceed to hear the address of 
His Majesty, the King, and to meet again at the close of 
His Majesty's address. 


The House reconvened at 12 o'clock. 

On motion of J. W. E. Maikai it was voted that the 
Speaker appoint a Committee to reply to the King's 
address, 

The Speaker then appointed the following gentlemen: 
R. G. Davis, J. Richardson, Ioane Ii, Jas. W. Austin and 
H. M. Wini. 

On motion of Dr. Rooke it was voted that the rules 
of the House for the Session of 1854 be made the rules 
for this Session, excepting however, rule 50; and the 
following shall be passed in place of said rule 50.

Mr. Widemann requested that he be excused to go 
back to Kauai, to return as soon as possible. No one 
voted against this. | 

The members then drew lots for their choice of seats. 

Thurston at this time came in and presented his 
Credentials as of North Kona, Hawaii; and he was then 
sworn in by the Speaker. 

On motion of S. P. Kalama seconded by J. W. E. 
Kaikai it was voted that the Sergeant~at-Arms be ordered 
to furnish the House with all the necessary stationery. 

On motion of Widemann it was voted that an adjourn- 


ment be taken until 10 o'clock Monday.

On motion of J. W. Austin it was voted that the 
Collector General of Customs be requested to furnish a 
list of all registered vessels flying the Hawaiian Flag, 
giving their names and tonnage. 

On motion of Thurston seconded by S. P. Kalama it 
was voted that the Sergeant-at-Arms be order to furnish 
each member with law books. 

On motion of Kalama it was voted that the Speaker 
appoint a Select Committee to go and bring copies of the 
King's address printed in Hawaiian. 

The Speaker ordered the Sergeant-at=-Arms to procure 
copies of said address. . 

On motion of R. G. Davis seconded by Dr. Rooke it 
was voted that upon the return of the Sergeant-at~Arus 
with copies of the King's Address, the Clerk read the 
same for the benefit of the Members.

W. Keolaloa moved and carried,that the reply to this 
address be taken up and read in Hawaiian. 

On motion of S. M. Kamakau it was voted that the 
report of the Committee be adopted. 

On motion of A. G. Thurston it was voted that the 
Committee who prepared the reply be instructed to present 
the sane to His Majesty the King. 

S. M. Kamakau presented his Credentials. 

The Speaker announced that he was in receipt of the 
Annual Report of the Minister of Public armeto 

On motion of Kamakau, seconded by Kaumaea, it was 
voted that the Report be petoured to the Committee on 
Rdweation. 

On motion of Thurston it was voted that the names 
of the Standing Committees be printed on Cards and the 
Members furnished with same.

They were sworn in by the Speaker. 

S. M. Kanakau read a Petition from the 4th District 
of uaui, stating that the previous Legislature had 
appropriated $2,000 for the roads of that District but 
so far no money has been spent for said work. Therefore, 
they pray that the same amount be appropriated for the

roads in that District. 

The Petition was referred to the Committee on 
Internal Improvements. 

The Speaker read a Petition from the Department of 
the Interior, from Hamakua, Hawaii, containing 67 names 
protesting against the election of R. Robinson and that 
he be not seated because of intemperance and because he 
gave a feast at the place where the election was held, 
by means of which the people were drawn away from those 
they first intended to vote for. 

On motion of Kaumaea it was voted that this Petition 
pe returned to the Minister of the Interior, it being 
addressed to him and not to this House. 

Thurston read a Petition from Kau, Hawaii, contain- 
ing 82 signatures praying that this House do not allow 
the seating of Namakelua as a Member at this Session for 
fraud. The ballots counted being more than those cast. 

On motion of Kaumaea it was voted that the Petition 
pe laid on the table to be taken up, upon the arrival of 
the Member from Kau. 

The Speaker read a Communication from the House of 
Nobles informing the House of the appointment of Armstrong 
as a Committee for engrossing Bills. 

The Speaker then appointed Thurston, the Committee 
from the House on the engrossing of Bills. 

Thurston begged to be excused as the pressure of 
other work took up all his spare time. 

The Speaker appointed Dr. Rooke. 

R. Koiku read a Petition from Lanai containing 
several names praying that the School tax be abolished. 

On motion of S. M. Kamakau the same was referred to 
the Committee on Iducation.

g John Ii read a Petition from North Kohala praying for 
Appropriations for the road to Kawaihae and for a landing 
at that place.

J. W. Keawehunahala read a Petition from Waialua 
containing 57 names praying that the sum of $4,000 be 
appropriated for the roads and bridges in that District. 

Referred to the Committee on Roads and Internal

R. G. Davis reported for the Select Committee on 
the reply to the King. The reply was presented to His 
Majesty at 11:30 o'clock this day, and he expressed his 
thanks and goodwill. 

H. M. Whitney for the Select Committee on the print- 
ing of the Journal of the House, reported that they were 
not ready with their report just yet but will submit the 
same to-morrow. | | 

On motion of Z. P. Kaumaea it was voted that the 
Sergeant~at-Arms be ordered to provide keys for those 
desks which have no keys. 

On motion of A. H. Thurston it was voted that the 
Speaker request of the Minister of the Interior for the 
report of the Accounts of the Registrar of deeds. 

On motion of Thurston it was voted that the Clerks 
be paid the same as at the last Session, five dollars 
per day for every working day. 

On motion of Dr. Rooke it was voted that the 
Minister of the Interior be instructed to hand the 
accounts of the Road Supervisors to the Speaker, for the 
penefit of the Committee on Roads and Internal Improve- 
ments.

Keawehunahala read a Petition from the Police of 
Waialua containing 15 signatures praying that the first 
half of the fine paid in on convictions, be paid to the 
Officer who did the arresting. Much trouble has arisen 
between the Judge at Waialua and the Police on this Marter 
and often times the Police were never paid. 

On motion of Kaumaea it was voted that the Petition 
be referred to the Committee on Judiciary. 

Paulo read a Petition from Hilo containing 132 sig- 
natures praying that the tax on the dogs that are quiet 
be exempted. from taxation and that the tax on mischievious 
dogs be made $5. The Petition was referred to the Finance 
Committee for consideration. 

H. M. Whitney for the Select Committee on the print- 
ing of the Journal of the House presented a Report, stat- 
ing that Mr. Hall had refused to undertake the printing 
of the Journal for lack of type. The Manager of the Argus 
on the other hand, stated that he would print 500 copies 
weekly at $50 per week; and the Editor. of the Elele, 
Clark, had stated that if the daily minutes were prepared 
by some one paid by the House, he would supply each member 
of the House with 12 copies and the House of Nobles with 
100 copies for the sum of $35 per week. The Committee 
recommended that Clark's offer be accepted. 

On motion of S. M. Kamakau it was voted that the 
Report be adopted. 

Permission was granted to S. M. Kamakau to read a 
Bill providing an Appropriation for the Expenses of the 
Legislature. 

On motion of A. G. Thurston it was voted that the 
Rules be suspended and the Bill read on second reading.

Permission was granted R. G. Davis to read a Bill to 
repeal the Law exempting from duty on goods etc. of 
certain persons and societies. 

On motion of S. P. Kalama the Bill was ordered for 
second reading to-morrow.

O'clock on Monday.
